O f the keeping o f the pubUe money, and ttate o f 
fhe depoMtle bank$. 
The monev in the Treas-.ry lias been safely kept during 
the year 1836. 
Until July last, ая during the two nievi- 
ОП8 yerrs, it was placed in the Htate banks, selected accor- 
ding to (he discretion of this Department, on account of 
their high standing and favorable po.siiion for fiscal piir- 
posop, and regulated in a manner considered most secure 
to the Treasury, and sonvenient to the community, ая well 
ae useful to all concei nod. 
It is a source of much gratifi­ 
cation lo he able to add, that, while so selected and em­ 
ployed, not a single dollar was lost to the Oovprnment by 
any of them, or a single failure ocrtired to transfer prompt­ 
ly, and payout satisfactorily, the public money entrusted to 
tlieir custody. 
Nor is it believed that the domestic exchanges of the 
country were ever lower or more regular than during that 
period; an I the large amount of them performed by tboee 
depo.site banks in ordinary purchases or discounts, efpial- 
lingfrom one hundred and fifty to two hundred millions of 
dollars yearlv.or near a third more than llioee of the same 
ktnil by the United St.ates Hank, while the fiscal agent of 
the Government, evinced the great ability and usefulness of 
those hanks on this important subject. 
Rut since the passage of the act of Congrres, June 23d, 
1836, “ to regnlate the depositee of the public money,*' 
most of the discretionary power before exercised by this 
Department on this subject, nuder previous laws and long 
usages, has been considered as no longer possessed, and 
various solicitalimis to use it, thoiigli some of them were in 
cases of extreme hardship, could not, therefore, l)e com­ 
plied with. 
Relieved from great responsibility, and in 
many casci from much delicacy, in the exercise of it, by 
the pas.sage of that act, a new Rysieiii, in conformity with 
its provisions, and in place of the former one, was at 
once commenced by this Department, and has since been 
pursued with all the strictness and regularity which the 
nature of business so extensive and complicated would per­ 
mit, and at the same time with every indulgence and for- 
liearance, in cases of embarrassment or suffering, which 
were permissible without a violation of hw . 
It was ne­ 
cessary by the act to appoint anew all the former deposite 
banks, if they were to be retitined in the service of the 
Government. 
Accordingly, the preliminary iuqiiiric.«, 
rendered proper by the new law befoie any selection was 
authorized to lie made, were immediately instituted in eve­ 
ry case of the former deposite banks; and having been sat­ 
isfactorily answered, all of lliein have Iteen re-appoiuied, 
except three, wliere some formalities in their pajters are 
not yet completed. 
The provision in the act which {irohibiti more public 
money to be left in any one bank than three fourths the a- 
mnunt of its capital, rendered the s. lection of numerous 
new hanks to receive the sinns which the old ones were not 
allowed to retain, indispensable in the (iresent overflow­ 
ing condition of tlie Treasury, and especially at places iu 
which the capitals of old banks were small. 
The transfer of all the money in the Treasury, except 
five millions, on the first of January next, to Ite deposited 
in the Treasuries of the several .States quarterly during 
1837, in ralaltle proportions, made it proper to select also 
a few other new banks in some of the States to receive 
those proportions, or sufficient part* of them, when they 
happened to lie either collected there, or to be incidentally 
and easily transferable there. 
I'hus the trouble and emltarrassmcnt of a second and 
sudden IransliT in January next, and quarterly thereafter 
during the year, were often saved by combining in several 
appro{)riate cases the trai'sfers ordered by Congress to be 
soon made from banks having an exca>si, with llie transfers 
of lhat'exress to other banks in the ¡States where it was 
te l>e paid during tlie present year on appropriations, or 
the ensuing year on the apportionments and in which last 
described banks and Slates a deficiency existed. 
In this 
way, on several occasions, the opportunity has been im­ 
proved, of beginning to perfect, gra'Iually, and, in some 
degree, coternporaneously, between places near, suitable 
and of easy iuteicoramunication, the great and difficult 
apportionment of the deposites of public money among se­ 
veral different Stales, as well as among different banks

I lie wiioie amount or transfer« ordered since the first of 
July last, have of necessity, been at limes very large; but 
many of iliem have not yet taken effect; nniiiy more are 
■till to Ilf orileretl, and llie ivliole timuunt necessary to ac­ 
complish both objects will be le.ss, and tlieir ofieration 
easier, than it a different course h:ui been pursued, and 
the two apportioiunents between the banks and the States, 
had not been united in cases where practicable and con­ 
venient, and where large accumulation.s existed on the one 
hand to be^ reduced, aiitl deficiencieg on the other to lie 
supplied. 
Tlieir union in such cases is supposed to have 
been specially contemplated by Congress, as explained in 
the second and supplementary deposite ac: pagse.l in July, 
and, as »eemed just to the several States wliieli had not 
1» fore enjoyed much, if any benefit from the de|Mi.site and 
use of the public money w itJiin tlieir liiiiits. 
Hence, while 
many transfers have lieeii Ibrliorne, when feasible under 
the law, and ib-sired iVuin public consideration», connected 
with the great pn ssure in the money matket, and which 
pres.'ure they would, though auilioi i.-ed by tlie acts, have 
severely aggiavated, yet great care has been employed not 
fo m.ike a single trau fer, except in the language of the 
first deposite act, “ to facilitate the public diabursemenis, 
and to comply with the provigiotis of the act;” or, as dc- 
pcrihed more fully in the second act, eitlier “ to prevent 
large and inconvenient accutuulaiioiis in particular places, 
or III order fo pioduce a due equality and just proportion, 
according to the provisions of said act.” 
A ll the trans- 
feis ordered, have likewise been so modified in respect to 
time, place, and business, as to produce the least iiicon- 
venieuce and ex()ens(; | ossible to ttie banks or the commu­ 
nity, coiieisient with faithful endeavors to execute tlie law 
oil both subjects sea.'onably and eflicienlly. 
They bave 
been so conducted, as also to relieve the Treasury from any 


j expense whatever in a financial operation so large and 
uiiusiRii. 
But in carrying out so large a monied opeia- 
liun as the new law demanded, and one neither comport­ 
ing w ilh our usual fiscal proceedings, nor fuUowing the 
oidiiiary cliannels of tradi?, it lias required great caution 
not to create mute einbartassiiient than has really occurred 
lioai this suni cc, and a greater derangement in exchange* 
than aciually exiits. 
In complying with the depoMte act, 
it lias already been found necessary to a).puinl forly-eiglit 
more banks, making oii the lii'it instant, witli the former 
ones, without theit branches, the whole number of eighty- 
oiie. 
The Uepartmcnt has eiiueavoied iu titcs»- selections 
to confonn to the s[)irit of the act of Congress, a.s le^ards 
their convenient h.catioii for accommodaliiig either the 
collections or the dishtu.'icmeiils of tlie public money. 
It 
has in all cases rcqiiiied the pteliminary infonuaiiun m.ide 
necessary by the act. 
it has, as enjoined, chosen at least 
one biink ill eiery estate, which had banking institntiuiis, 
and whicii iiidudetl a t except .Vliysouri and Arkan-as.__ 
It has obtained fiom each bank a written agreeiociit to 
comply with the duties presci ibed by law , and in evt ry 
case, except four or live not deemed suitable, from jiecuhar 
circum stam es, has received collaleial 
security tor llit 
faiihful fiilfiimont of tlie.-e agreements, and has eudeavoted 
from time to time to make such req.iesis on the sulij ci of 
specie and u iier topics coimecled with H eir coiidiiiou, 
and their m..de of tti ii.'acung business, as

A large {Motion of them, after the confenqilated deposites 
are ma e with the several .States, will probably liecome 
entirely useless to the Treasury, while their leiurn« and 
e.orrespondeiice will cuntinu« to be burdensome to all con 
cerned. 
Im m ediately after the passage o f the law , it became the 
d iityof this Department, among other tilings, to select a 
sufficient m im lierof banks to bold the public in.oiey with- 
out exceeding tbree-fuiirltis of the amount of iheli c;qiitals, 
and one at least in each State liaving banks. 
As it seem­ 
ed iiiqioseible lo carry the«» jirovisioiis into execntifoi in 
several of the S tale « , unless banks elmnld Iw selected 
which might fiossibly have issued or {laid out some small 
bills after the 4tli of Ju ly , and Iwifore they had сош|)1.'1с (1 
the agreement, and asstimed the duties iiiqiosed by the 
act, it was thought that a natural cuiistriictiuri given to 
this lim itation in that resiiect, would make it ajqilicable 
only to such banka as were selected and subject lo the law 
previous (o that date, and that the others imist not on 
a like fiririciple make any siie.b issues after their seleetion. 
T h is would impart a reasonable and practical effect to the 
clause, and at the same time not tend entirely to ilefiat 
the o|)eratiun of other ¡iruvision.s in the act.

On more mature reflection, doiibl.4 having a iis n 
wliethei- this was going far enoBgli, and и lietlier any banks 
which may have issued small hill* tM.>tweeii tlie 4th of Ju ly 
and their selection could, in strict law , Ih; retained, or 
could have lieeti legally ap{)ointetl, it wa.s deemed {iroper 
to take the opinion ot the Attorney General on this {loiiit. 
He confirmed these doubts, Imt recommended the subinis- 
sion of the subject of Congress, beioie diacoiitimiiiig any 
of the banks, which П|мт investigation mii;ht appear to 
have made such issues liefore entering into the agreement. 
The I)e|iartment would therefore res{)ect(ully recom­ 
mend that an act be pa.'sed, sanctioning the selection and 
continuance of deposite hanks which may lie so Bitimted, 
provided such bank* have not issued or {laid out stnuil bill* 
after tlieir ap|)ointinent as public depositories. 


7. O f the M int and the Currency. 
On the subject of the Mint and the new coinage, the 
Department is gratified to state* that, by means of adtli- 
tioiial appropriations, of iin{)rovemeiits in machinery, and 
of an ample supply of roetal for coining, through ilie for­ 
tunate reriiitiaiices to this country of llie French, S|)atiish 
and Nea|)olitan Indemnities, in gold, more money has 
been, and will be coined during llie present, tlian in any 
previous year since the foundation of the Government.— 
The whole amount from the first of January, 1836, to the 
first of Novemhf'r, 1836, ha* been in gold, $3,619,440; 
in silver, $2,877,000; and in copper, $22,634. 
'I'lie 
sums iraiicferred to the Mint in aid of the coin.ige, under 
a clause in the late deposite act, have arnoumed to $700,- 
000. 
VVlien the annual report of the Director i* made on 
llie first ol January next, a more minute accuiiut of all hi* 
0{ierations, with his view* on these transfer*, will be pre- 
peiiled, accompanied by such suggestions for further legi*. 
latiun on the subject as his experience may lead him to 
consider useful. 
The Mint and its branches would, in my opinion, Imj 
more efficiently assisted by means ofapiirupriations, rather 
than mere transleis, to siqiidy fully and promplly the addi­ 
tional coinage, vvliichthe additional wants of the coinmu- 
nity may from ume to time require. 
The Department is 
still convinced, for reasons formerly urged on the coiisid- 
eratieii ol Congress, that a gold com ol one dollar in value 
might lie very convenient and uselul to Hie public in many 
oi tlie ordinary transactions ol society. 
The branch luiiiu 
are all in progress, and will proltably be completed by 
June next, and their machinery at a still earlier day.— 
The coinage in them can cuiitmeiice immediately after 
tlieir cuinpletioii, il the pro|w*r a{)|)rupriatiotis are ia the 
mean time made, and the proper officers appointed. 
1 he 
greatly iacieased quantity of gold now existing in the 
country, auiounts probably to upwards of $15,000,00(1.— 
to r lliis we aie chiefly indebted to the new valuation ot 
our coin, though some influence must be ascribed to the 
eflorts made liy the GeneralGovernun nt, and most of tlie 
States, to siqqae.ss the circuiuiiou of siijall bills, as well 
as the iuvo. able condition of our foreign exchanges since 
1834, and the policy of ordering home the foieigit jiidetu- 
riities ill gold, and encouraging public payments lo be in 
|jari made vvitli this kind of com. 
At this lime the abun­ 
dance of gold here is such as to have produced increased 
facility in distant »{jecie o{>eiations, and it i* Itecomtng 
more widely and beneficially diffused over the different 
sections ol Hie Union, lo the greater uccuiuuiudation of 
most classes of the people, particularly in travelling and 
exchanges, and to the (шгшапеш impi ovement of our cir- 
tulaling medium. 
'J'he araouiil of gold coined feiiice the 
new valuation in 1834, has been near $10,000,000, and 
has exceeded l»y one or two iiiillioa* tiic whole amount 
coined in the thirty-one previous years which had elapsed, 
after the mint went into o|)eration. 
The amount cojiied 
dtiriug tiie past twelve months alone is greater thau that 
during the whole ot the first sixteen years after its estah 
lislimeiit. 
Another important and gratifying coiiseqoeuce 
which has resulted principally from the {»resent policy and 
sysu m as to the currency, has been, that, of all Hie gold 
coined belbre Aug. 1834, aniountiug to almut $12 0u0,000 
{»robubiy not $1,000,000 then remained in the country; of 
that email amount only a very diminutive portion was in 
active citculaliun. 
Indeed belore 1834 our coina,e of gold waa of little 
benelit except to ¡»ui ify and pre{)are Hie btillion lor ex{»or- 
taiiun and lor llie u.-e of lurt-igti mints. 
But the great mass of near $10.000 000 since coined, 
nndoubtedly remain* iu the country, and an increaseu and 
mcreasiiig propom ii ol it, is in ac live and convenieiit 
ciiculalion.
